Of Staff Is Favored

7JHEN the Secretary of War sub- 
mittetl his report on promotion and 
retirement to Congress in the Second 
session of the 69th Congress in pur- 
suance of the provisions of Section 4 
of the Act approved July 2, 1926, he 
offered a suggestion regarding tempo- 
rary rank or additional promotion. Again 
when the General Personnel Board, com- 
posed of general officers submitted their 
report to Congress at the beginning of 
the 70th Congress the following recom- 

mendation was made: 

“The board recommends that the War 
Department seek immediate enactment of 
legislation that will provide temporary 
rank appropriate to the office of Chief of 
Staff o 9.5 

Introduced Measure. 

In consequence of these recommenda- 
tions I introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on January 24, 1928, a bill 
drafted and submitted by the War De- 
partment to equalize the rank of offi- 
cers in positions of great responsibility 
in the Army and Navy. The Secretary 
of War recommended the passage of 
the measure and in his recommendation 
called attention to the fact that he had 
written to the Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget wherein he had noted that 
Congress had recognized the situation 
in the Navy by providing that the Chief 
of Naval Operations, whose position cor- 
responds to that of Chief of Staff of 
the Army, shall have the rank of Ad- 
miral while so serving. Other Naval 
officers are given temporary rank as 
Admirals and Vice Admirals while serv- 
ing in higher commands. The Secretary 
called attention to the benefits to be de- 
rived to the Service if the bill as intro- 
duced should be enacted. However, the 
Director of the Bureau of the Budget 
stated that he had submitted the matter 
to the President, who instructed that if 
the proposed legislation be amended so 
as to provide only for increased rank for 
the Chief of Staff of the Army, and 
eliminate the proviso affecting the pres- 
ent Chief of Staff, it would meet with 
his approval. 

Ordered Favorable Report. 

The Committee of which I have the 
honor to be Chairman took the matter 
under advisement and after considera- 
tion determined that the temporary rank 
for the Chief of Staff would take care 
of the situation adequately, and accord- 
ingly ordered the favorable report of my 
bill, H. R. 9961, with an amendment 
striking out all after the enacting clause 
and inserting new language which reads 
as follows: 

That hereafter the Chief of 
Army, while holding office as 
have the rank and title of general, and 
shall receive the pay and allowances of a 
major general, and in additicn thereto, the 
personal money allowance prescribed by 
law for the officer of the Navy serving as 
Chief of Naval Operations. The Chief of 
Staff of the Army and the Chief of Naval 
Operations shall take rank between them- 
selves according to dates of appointment 
as such, 

The amendment adopted by the Com- 
mittee is in effect a recognition of the 
exceptional service of Major General 
Summerall, the present Chief of Staff, 
as the bill as introduced precluded his 
appointment to the higher grade. There 
will be none, I am sure, who will deny 
that the present distinguished Chief of 
Staff should be accorded this honor, as 
a fitting climax to a lifetime of excep- 
tionally meritorious service to this coun- 
try, and it is my humble judgment that 
Congress will not hesitate to enact the 
measure as reported promptly, not only 
for the good of the service but as a just 
recognition of General Summerall, whose 
World War service is still fresh in the 
minds of his fellow countrymen.

| Better Army Uniform 
For Men Advocated

| EING author of the bill directing a 
study of the desirability and cost of 

a new uniform for the enlisted personnel 

of the Army, I am very glad to note that 

the Secretary of War approves of the 

proposed change, although he does dis- 

approve the bill as unnecessary and for 

the reason that the Budget does not ap- 

prove of the proposed expense at the 
| present time. 

I feel quite sure that the Secretary of 
War is just as earnest and sincere in 
his desire for a better uniform as I am. 

I believe that 2 gcod looking and at- 
tractive uniform will indirectly, as well 
as directly, uplift the character and 
quality of the Army. 

It will increase the self-respect of the 
soldier and render the Service more at- 
tractive to him and thus reduce deser- 
tions. Furthermore, it will attract to 
the Service a large number of recruits, 
thus enabling the Army to pick the most 
desirable of the recruits. This will re- 
duce the expense of recruiting and at 
the same time elevate the quality of the 
enlisted personnel and thus further di-

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Revise Furlow Bill to 
Include Whole Army 


THE Senate Military Affairs Committee 
yesterday ordered a favorable report 
on the revised Furlow promotion and re- 
tirement bill, changing the entire bill to 
include noncontroversial features of the 
Reed and Black bills, but omitting sec- 
tion 2 of the Black bill. The bill, as re- 
ported, keeps all active officers of the 
Army on one promotion list, and pro- 
vides for promotion after  service-in- 
grade of 3, 10, 15, 20 and 26 years for 
second lieutenants, first lieutenants, cap- 
tains, majors and lieutenant colonels, re- 
spectively. Provision is made for tem- 
porary promotion of one grade for Air 
Corps officers, and for crediting flying 
time one-half extra for retirement. 
Following the passage of the Furlow 
Air Corps bill in the House without a dis- 
senting vote May 7 and the filing of a 
favorable report on the Wainwright bill 
(H. R. 13509) with the McSwain amend- 
ment on May 9, the House Military Com- 
mittee has virtually completed its work 
on major Army promotion measures. 
With action on Muscle Shoals expected 
on its next Calendar Wednesday in plenty 
of time to consider other Army bills, 
members of the Committee express confi- 
dence that the House will pass the Wain- 
bill, known as the “Companion

AGAIN carrying the official endorse- 
ment of Assistant Secretary of War 
Robbins, the report favoring the creation 
of a Reserve Division in the War De- 
partment was filed by Representative 
James on May 10. In a letter to Mr. 
James, which is quoted in the report, 
Secretary Robbins leaves the persistent 
lobby against the bill with nothing to 
base its campaign on. For weeks a 
vociferous minority, it was pointed out 
at the Capitol, has given much misinfor- 
mation in the columns of another service 
paper asserting first, that the War De- 
partment would never endorse the meas- 
ure and then, after all the representa- 
tives of the War Department, including 
Assistant Secretary Robbins and Maj. 
Gen. Summeroall, had testified in favor of 
the bill, claiming that these representa- 
tives had merely voiced “personal views” 
and in no way reflected the “official” 
attitude of the Department. 
The text of Mr. Robbins’ letter to Mr. 


James follows: 

During our recent conversation with ref- 
erence to testimony given by me before the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee re- 
garding S. 3458, vou pointed out that some 
doubt exists as to whether I spoke in my 
official capacity as Assistant Secretary of 
War or merely as a Reserve Officer. I 
wish to advise you that I appeared before 
the Senate Committee as Assistant Secre- 
tary of War in charge of Reserve Affairs. 
In prefacing my testimony I mentioned 
the fact that I was qualified to speak as 
a Reserve Officer as well as Assistant Sec- 
retary of War. 

The report on the bill follows:

The purpose of this amendment is self- 
evident It simply makes definitely clea 
the number of reserve officers that can 


legally be called to active duty for this

Under existing regulations all matters 
relating to the Organized teserves are 
delegated to and handled by the Assistant 
Secretary of War acting for and in the 
name of the Secretary of War. The As- 
sistant Secretary of War, Hon. C. B. Rob- 
bins, to whom these duties are so dele- 
gated, states 

“There is urgent need in the War De- 
pariment for a special section primarily 
concerned with the civilian components. 
As | see it the duty of that section should 
be to oviginate constructive ideas for in- 
creasing the efficiency and morale of thos¢ 
components and to make recommendations 
for carrying them into effect.

In reply to the question of the Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs, “Would there be an advantage in 
having one central bureau or division 
from which all citizen matters would be 
handled?” General Summerall stated: 

“Yes; [ think there is an advantage in 
combining them. At the corps areas we 
have the three officcrs operating sepa- 
rately under the Chief of Staff. In this 
case we would have them combined under 
an additional officer who would be the 
chief of the three. Either way is per- 
fectly practicable, but I would favor cor- 
bining them under one directing head 
who would coordinate their expenditures 
probably better than they could be co- 
ordinated under the other plan.” 

The following letter from Brig. Gen. 
Roy Hoffman, l’resident, Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the United States, is quoted 
in full and gives the point of view of the 
National Association of Reserve Officers.

Personnel Measures

“TRIPPED of the provisions held by 

the Bureau of the Budget not to be in 
accord with the financial program of 
the President, the emasculated Naval 
Personnel bill and the Marine Corps 
Personnel bill were forwarded on May 
11 to the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee. . 

Both measures were submitted to the 
budget in the early days of the present 
session and continued negotiations for 
several months failed to find a common 
ground of agreement between the de- 
partment officials by modifications of the 
disputed provisions, 

To Improve Situation. 

The new bills, while not making the 
improvement in the line personnel sit- 
uation that was contemplated in the 
original drafts, will, departmental offi- 
cials believe, somewhat improve the flow 
of promotion, reduce the hump and 
work out to the material advantage of 
the service by smoothing out the opera- 
tion of the existing law. 

In spite of the long delay and the ap- 
proach of the end of the session there 
is considerable hope that action may be 
taken by this Congress as there appears 
to be little of controversial nature left, 

The following eliminations in the orig- 
inal so-called Britten Bill are quoted: 

The extension of selection beyond that 
outhorized by existing law is omitted and 
correspondingly the junior selection board 
is no longer necessary. All refernces to 
selections to the grades of lieutenant and 
lieutenant commander, and to the junior 
selection board are omitted. 

The transfer ot ofiicers to the Naval Re- 
serve and the creation of a special class 
of the Naval Reserve for such oflicers is 
omitted. . 

Similar eliminations are made in the 
Marine Corps bill, this being the most 
important of the changes. 

The following items are retained in 
the Navy measure, which is printed in 
full, and favorable consideration of them 
is urged by the department. 
benefit on the service: 

(a) Readjustment of the percentage dis- 
tribution by grades (Section 1.) 

(>) Minimum number of selections ane 
nually (Section 2). 

(c) Continuation of commissioned serv- 
ice in grade retirement, which otherwise 
expires by law on March 4, 1929, and modi- 
fication of Act of March 4, 1925 with ree 
spect to promotion on retirement of offi- 
cers specially commended for performance 
of duty in combat with the enemy to con- 
form to service in grade retirement (Sece 
tion 3). 

(d) Change of length of service in grade 
of non-naval academy oflicers (Section 3), 
to align these officers with the next N. A, 
class below 

(e) Establishment of a 
(Section 4). 

(tf) Maximum number of enforced re- 
tirements in any one year in any grade 
(Section 7). 

The increased cost of the system by the 
enactment of this bill will be approximately 
$31,000 per annum for the years 1929, 1930 
and 1981 and thereafter will disappear. 
After 1940 a saving to the Government wilt 
appear due to the retirement of such num- 
ber of non-naval academy officers as may 
not be selected, from one to three years 
before the time they would be retired un- 
der the present ten-year limitation in the 
grade of lieut. commander before retire- 
ment. This saving cannot at the present 
moment be evaluated.

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Editors’ Comment on Effect of Clash in Present China Crisis 


ROSPECTS of a wholesale renewal of Japanese military clashes with the Chinese 

Nationalists this week reopened editorial discussion on the Far East situation. 
With the Japanese legislature adjourned to silence minority opposition to the 
China policy; with Japan holding open the Tsingtao-Tsinan railway, and reported 
to have landed a division of infantry, over 18,000 men, at Tsingtao, and to have 
dispatched five war vessels there; and with China appealing to the League of 
Nations, editorial attention is sharply centered on the Chinese conflicts. 


'PHE Nation (weekly), comments: “The Japanese are being sharply watched in 

China. They have landed a force of 5,000 men to ‘protect their nationals’ at 
Tsingtao, in Shantung, and they have sent three companies of infantry inland to 
Tsinanfu. This looks more like an assertion of special rights in the province of 
Shantung than genuine protection of Japanese lives. * * * The old story of anti- 
Japanese boycotts is repeating itself.” 


'THE Boston Transcript (Independent Republican), says: “The province of Shan- 

tung is of all parts of China the region which Japan covets the most. It is a 
maritime province as large as the State of Wisconsin, and though it possesses a 
dense Chinese population of 37,000,000, it has enormous wealth of coal as well as 
iron and other minerals. * * * It is:impossible to go into the question of the right 
and wrong of the Chinese-Japanese quarrel at Tsinan on the strength of the in- 
formation we now possess. if what the Japanese tell of what happened there is 
true, they are in the right, and should be compensated. If what the Chinese tell 
is true, the Japanese are the aggressors. The tangle, desperate as it seems to be, 
may and should be settled without further fighting.” 


'MHE New York World (Democratic), observes: “Not in 20 years have the relations 

between China and Japan seemed closer to a breaking point. * * * Whether 
Japanese troops or Chinese troops were originally responsible for the rioting which 
has now brought matters to a head none of the foreign correspondents in Shantung 
attempts to say. Nor is the fact of much importance, since this rioting is merely 
the surface indication of trouble that lies deep down.” 


MPHE New York Times (Democratic), says: “The obvious charge has already been 

made by the Chinese Nationalists—that Japan sought this excuse to bring 
about a situation which would justify her in reoccupying the Province of Shantung 
for an indefinite period of time. This is to accuse the Japanese leaders not only 
of bad faith but of being blind to their own best interests. Despite his advocacy 
of a so-called ‘positive’ policy in China, General Baron Tanaka, Prime Minister of 
Japan, has repeatedly made it plain that his Government has no wish to occupy 
any portion of China militarily.” . 


(THE New York Evening Post (Independent), thinks: “Japanese opinion is be- 
~ lieved to be hostile to intervention, but, if goaded to assert himself by attacks 
on Japanese nationals, Baron Tanaka may feel that his ‘positive policy’ should be 
put into effect. This is the danger in the situation, and whether or not they be- 
come directly involved the United States and other Powers will watch develop- 
ments closely.” 


THE Philadelphia Public Ledger (Republican), remarks: “If Japan, in order to 

protect her citizens and their property in Shantung, should declare the province 
a neutral zone for the period of civil conflict, a long step would be taken toward 
establishment of a permanent sphere of influence. In effect, the Shantung issue 
would be returned to the status upon which it stood before the Washington Con- 
ference. Whichever Chinese faction ultimately triumphed—and the triumph might 
be a matter of years—the problem would arise of getting the Japanese out of 
Shantung.” 


HE Philadelphia Inquirer (Republican), emphasizes: “Mere words make little 
impression upon Orientals; the strong arm is the only argument they respect. 
The foreign representatives, whether naval and military or civilian, will have to 
exercise due restraint. They should make it clear that they have no intention of 
entering a policy of aggression. It is true, nevertheless, that this is no time for 
discussing the revision of treaties, extraterritoriality or other subjects that all the 
Chinese factions would like to discuss. Tsinan has emphasized the lesson taught by 
Nanking. All other considerations must yield to the protection of foreign lives and 
property. Every Power concerned should show a firm front here.” 


‘THE Washington Evening Star (Independent), comments: “Today there are more 

than one hundred American men-oi-war in Chinese or adjacent waters, and 
upward of 5,000 Marines and Infantry. They could be promptly augmented, in case 
of more dire emergency, from the Philippines or Hawaii. Uncle Sam will remain 
on guard, to hold watch and ward over his own in China, but he is not likely to be 
drawn into the maelstrom of diplomatic or military developments that would in- 
evitably lead to costly and incalculable lengths.” 


THE Washington Post (Republican), sees that: “Chang Tso-lin is said to have 

offered military supplies to the Japanese who are trying to hold the railroad at 
Tsinan, and they are said to have refused assistance. The report may be ‘an in- 
vention of the enemy’ calculated to show that Japan is the ally of Chang Tso-lin. 
It is true that the Northern war lord and Japan have been on friendly terms, but 
Japan has repeatedly stated that it is not taking sides in Chinese quarrels and is 
actuated solely by the desire to protect Japanese life and property.” 


HE Washington News (Scripps-Howard), sees China ablaze: “The present sit~ 

uation is brim full of peril. Two Chinese forces are contending for the posses- 

sion of Peking, the capital, and when foreigners, some of them armed, thrust them- 
selves in between, they are inviting trouble, to say the least.” 


THE Baltimore Sun (Democratic), writes: “For any such aggression no effective 

justification has yet been advanced by Japan. So far as can be judged from 
the cabled report of our consul at Tsinan, the Nationalist officers there endeavored 
to avert anti-foreign disturbances. Before taking further provocative measures 
Tokyo should remember that her policy of pouring troops into the civil war zone 
and virtually commandeering the Tsinan-Tsingtau railroad was a direct invitation 
to the trouble which has occurred. And none of the Japanese lives which have been 
lost, none of the property destroyed, can be recovered by coercive action now. Such 
action would only arouse throughout China a flaming hatred of Japan.”

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Text of Revised Furlow Bill 


Following is the revision of the Furlow Bill as decided on by the Senate Committee 
yesterday: 

"The proposed amendment— 

Strike out all after the enacting clause and substitute the following: 

That the aggregate number- of commissioned officers of the Regular Army and 
Philippine Scouts on the active list shall not exceed the number now or hereafter ex- 
pressly authorized by law, and all such officers, except officers of the Medical Depart- 
ment, chaplains, and professors, shall be designated as promotion-list officers. The 
number of promotion-list officers in each of the grades below brigadier general shall 
be such as results from the operation of the promotion system prescribed in this Act, 
and shall not be otherwise limited: Provided, That except as otherwise in this Act 
specifically prescribed, the number of promotion-list colonels, lieutenant colonels, and 
majors shall not exceed 6 per centum, 8 per centum, and 26 per centum, respectively, 
ot the maximum authorized number of promotion-list officers of all grades, and the 
number of promotion-list field officers shall not be less than 26 per centum of the 
maximum authorized number of promotion-list officers of all grades. 

Sec. 2. That, subject to such examination as shall have been required by authority 
ef law, promotion-list officers in the grades of second lieutenant, first lieutenant, cap- 
tain, major, and lieutenant colonel shall be promoted to the respective next higher 
erade when their names appear first in their grade upon the promotion list, and when, 
under provisions of this Act, they are credited with 3, 10, 15, 20 and 26 years of service, 
respectively: Provided, That the promotion of lieutenant colonels, majors, and cap- 
tains credited with 26, 20, and 15 years of service, respectively, shall be deferred so long 
as necessary to prevent the maximum percentages, hereinbefore prescribed for the 
respective next higher grades being exceeded, and, in so far as necessary to maintain 
ihe prescribed minimum of field officers, captains credited with less than 15 years of 
service shall be promoted in the order of their standing upen the promotion list. 

Sec. 3. That to provide the Air Corps for the time being with the minimum neces- 
sary number of colonels, lieutenant colonels, majors, and captains, flying officers com- 
missioned in the Air Corps in the respective next lower grades may be temporarily 
promoted in the order of their relative standing upon the promotion list in such 
numbers as will cause the total number of officers then commissioned and serving in 
the Air Corps in the grade of colonel to be not to exceed 2 per centum, in the grade 
of lieutenant colonel not to exceed 4 per centum, in the grade of major and not to ex- 
ceed 15 per entum, and in th grade of captain not to exceed 30 per centum of the total 
number of officers commissioned in the Air Corps: Provided, that no officer shall be tem- 
porarily promoted more than one grade. Officers in any grade serving under temporary 
commissions shall be in addition to the maximum limiting percentage for such grade 


hereinbefore prescribed in this Act. Officers temporary promoted under provisons of Act 
shall mantain their positions on the promotion list, shall not vacate their premanent 
commissions, shall be regularly promoted as prescribed in this Act for all other officers, 


and each temporary appointment shall terminate upon acceptance of the corresponding 
permanent commission. Officers of the Air Corps holding temporary commissions in any 
szrude shall take rank in the Air Corps next after oflicers of the same grade regularly 
commissioned therein. 

Sec. 4. Leagth of service for promotion under this Act shall be computed as follows: 

First, each promotion-list officer originally commissioned in the Regular Army prio: 
to July 20, 1920, without prior Federal commissioned service, whose active commissioned 
service shall have been continuous since acceptance of original commission, shall be 
credited with the full period from the date of such original commission; 

Second, each promoton-list officer commissioned in the Regular Army or Philippine 
Scouts prior to July 2, 1920, who is not included in the category detined in the preceding 
subparagraphs shal be credited with a length of service equal to that accredited to the 
oflicer of said category whose name appears nearest above his on the promotion list; 

Third, each promotion-list officer originally commissioned in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant in the Regular Army or Philippine Scouts after July 1, 1920, shall be credited only 
with the period of service from the date of such original commission: Provided, that 
each promotion-list officer not included in any of the foregoing categories and each of- 
ficer of said categories whose original relative position on the promotion list shall 
have been changed or affected by sentence of court-martial, by special enactement, by 
discontinuity of his active service, or by suspension from promotion, shall be credited 
with such length of service for promotion as the Secretary of War shall determine to be 
appropriate to his relative position on the promotion list. 

Sec. 5. That all prior statutory provisions governing the termination of active 











service of officers shall, except as otherwise specifically prescribed in this Act, continue 


in full force and effect and be administered as now provided by law: Vrovided, That 
the limited and unlimited lists of retired officers of the Recular Army and Philippine 
Scouts are hereby merged into one list to be known as the Regular Army officers’ re- 
tired list, which shall comprise tne names of all such officers who shall have been law- 
fuliy retired from active service, and hereafter the number of officers who may be re- 
tired and carried on said list from time to time shall be such as shall result from the 
xdministration of the various statutes authorizing such retirement without other limita- 
tion: Provided further, That, excepting section 190 Revised Statuteseof the United States, 
all laws or parts of laws restricting the freedom of persons on the retired list of the 
tegular Army, who are otherwise eligible to accept any civil office or employment, or 
affecting their retired status or retired pay on account of holding any civil office on 
employment and receiving the compensation thereof, are hereby repealed in so far as 
they apply to said persons; and any such persons who may be employed in any civil 
office or position under authority of the United States shall be entitled to receive the 
full compensation allotted to such office or possession without regard to such person's 
retired pay: Provided further, That when any officer of the Regular Army or Philip- 
pine Scouts shall have served thirty-five vears or more, including all service counted to- 
ward eligibility for voluntary retirement under existing laws, including this Act, he 
shall, if he makes application therefor to the President, be retired from active service 
and placed upon the retired list: Provided further, That when any officer of the Regu- 
lar Army or Philippine Seouts shall have served forty years as a commissioner office 
in active service in the Army of the United States, or is sixty years old, he may, with- 
out action of a retiring board, be retired from active service, at the discretion of the 
President, and placed upon the retired list: Provided further, That in computing 
eligibility for voluntary retirement of officers of the Army each officer shall in addition 
io all service now credited under existing laws be credited with additional constructive 
credit equal to one-half the time, if any, that he shall have been actually detailed to duty 
involving flying, except in time of war: T’rovided further, That flying officers of the 
Air Corps who become physically disqualified for flying duty shall be eligible for retire- 
ment for physical disability.

Measure” to the Furlow bill. This bill 
will accelerate promotion in the other

The Military Committee report on the 
Wainwright bill (H. R. 13509) offers Sec- 
tion 4 of the bill as printed in our last 
issue, as an amendment to the measure.

GAIN, WE HAVE crossed the country listening to and participating in discus- 
sions on National Defense. As a rule, the average man and woman does not 
know anything about the details of proposals to improve promotion system in the 
Army, but it is interesting to note a general appreciation of the necessity of making 
changes which will assure content in the Service and provide quicker step-ups for 
its members. The plan for a separate air corps promotion list has its preponderant 
advocates, likewise, its critics, but all are agreed that if anything is to be done for 
the Air personnel, something also must be done for the benefit of the officers of all 
other arms. For this reason, the Wainwright bill is accepted as a proper companion 
for the Furlow bill. The Black bill is very largely opposed because of the belief that 
it represents an effort to benefit a section of rather than the Army as a whole, There 
is sympathy for the plight of the officers it specially favors, a recognition of the 
fact that they have a real claim to consideration and a desire to give them justice. 
But it is argued something can be worked out which will be more satisfactory than 
the Black plan. 
pus SIDE LIGHT on public sentiment is rather illuminating, since it shows how 
the country feels a condition without knowing very much about it. It is well 
understood in Washington that the Black bill cannot be passed; the unfortunate 
manner of its favorable report from the Committee, the minority report indicating a 
serious division of opinion, and the feeling aroused in consequence—these assure 
its defeat should it ever come to a vote in the Senate, which is doubtful. 

The Wainwright and Furlow bills would seem to minimize contention. They pro- 
vide for a regular and regulated flow of promotion and avoid the pernicious plan of 
attrition. It is our view that Congress should increase the number of Major Generals 
and Brigadier Generals, but there is no likelihood of anything of the kind. After 
all, this is less important than taking care of the lower ranks and that is what the 
House Committee has endeavored to do, 


UR ATTENTION HAS been called to a recent debate in Parliament on a Liberal 
proposal to place the British Army and Navy air forces under a single Ministry 
of defense. Lloyd George earnestly advocated adoption, basing his arguments upon 
his experiences during the World War and laying particular stress upon the danger 
of divided control, as shown by the Dardanelles disaster. Sir Stanley Baldwin, the 
Prime Minister, admitting that the progress of aviation was moving in the proposed 
direction, claimed such a revolutionary change should not be made in a hurry or 
made at all until there were solid and convincing reasons in its favor. He insisted 
that a joint Army and Navy plane defense would be too unwieldy, and he did not 
believe there was a man in Europe, with the possible exception of Mussolini, who 
the burden, even in time of peace, of running the coordinated Ministry. 
There are still advocates of a single Ministry of Defense in Congress, and the 
far-seeing anticipate that the subject will be agitated, perhaps in the near future. 
The creation of a separate promotion list for the Air Corps is looked upon as a 
step in this direction. It is argued that a separate promotion list likewise should be 
created for the Navy, and it would not be surprising if a proposal to this effect were 
to be made during the next session of Congress. President Coolidge is unalterably 
epposcad to a single defense Ministry, but his successor may not have that view.

HE NATIONAL LEAGUE of Women Voters wants a general reduction in ex- 

penditures for the Army and Navy. It held a meeting in Chicago some days 
ago and, besides expressing this view, approved the plan of the Secretary of State 
for “outlawing war,” decided to make a study of the cure as well as the causes of 
war, and also to make a study of military training in schools and colleges. 

There are many high-minded and patriotic women in this League, women who 
would fight as bravely for their country in case of emergency as would their men. It 
would be well to see that they got the proper slant on the needs of the nation, rather 
than to be guided by half-baked pacifists who entertain the view of one of their 
number: “If there is no grievance why not manufacture a good one?” We agree 
to some extent with this sentiment. The grievance we could cite, and not manu- 
factwe, is the disposition of some people calling themselves Americans to make 
thei: country defenceless! 


A REVIEW OF THE attitude of Congress on the question of motorization «f the 
“™ Army discloses a disposition on the part of the two Houses to defer defining a 
definite policy until there has been a greater crystallization of expert opinior. The 
House Appropriations Committee holds that “with the advent of and trend toward 
motorized equipment, the susceptibility of horses to chemicals and poison gas, and 
the employment of tanks and aircraft, the horse’s field of usefulness in modern 
warfare has become quite circumscribed.” There are conditions, of course, when 
animals must be employed, and while motorization is expanding, the need of cavalry 
always will be apparent and by no means should-be neglected. A thorough study 
of this matter should be brought up to date by the General Siaff, so that the Budget 
Bureau and the Congress will make no mistakes next winter. aa

(Continued from Parge 727) 
and the physical examinations of all of- 
fivers of the Army are not affected by the 
provisions of this act. 

In the spring of 1921 the first promo- 
tion list was announced by the War De- 
partment, and it was then for the first 
time officially made known to the candi- 
dates who in the meantime had served 
their civilian connections and definitely 
made the Army their career that, in so 
far the grades of captain, first lieu- 
tenant, and second lieutenant were con- 
tained, their grade meant nothing in deter- 
mining promotion-list standing. Such was 
not the case with the colonels, who were 
placed among the colonels of the Regular 
Army, with the lieutenant colonels, who 
were placed among the lieutenant colonels 
of the Regular Army, nor with the majors, 
who were placed among the majors of the 
Recular Army.

Effects of the Remedy. 

In general, it will result in placing

The nature of permanent. establish- 
ment.—Any conception of our permanent 
Military Establishment, frequently, but I 
believe, erroneously designated as the 


Regular Army, as a separate self-con- 
tained military force consisting merely of 
organizations of enlisted men and the 
necessary oOflicers therefor, is entirely an- 
iiquated and must be abandoned. For our 


national defense, we rely mainly upon 
citizen forces. The primary mission of 
our ~ermanent establishment is to raise, 
equip, train, and direct an Army com- 
posed of such citizen forces, and it con- 
tains all of those elements required for 
this purpose. Regular Army units are 


but a part of the peace establishment and 


their primary function therein is to con- 
tribute to the upbuilding of our citizen 
forces. A comparatively small proportion 


of the officers maintained in time of peace 
are required for duty with these Regular 
Army units. ‘The system of national de- 
fense requires that the majority of these 
officers be assigned to duty with the 
civilian components, in the school system, 
and with the administrative headquarters 
and staffs, the duties of which are largely 
the development, organization, and train- 
ing of the citizen Army. 

With such a background it may readily 
be understood that there is no necessary 
rigid allocation of peace-time officers to 
the various grades such would be set 
up bv a separate military force having 
prescribed organization requirements, 

I believe it is not only permissible, but 
would be advantageous to have in field 
grades, rather than in company grades, 
practically all or more than half the offi- 
cers of the Army who must be utilized on 
these various duties away from troops. 

1 believe it is most fortunate that our 
present system does not set up any neces- 
sity for a rigid distribution of officers to 
the various grades, as it makes it possible 
to avoid the stagnation in promotion and 
loss of efficiency that would inevitably 
result from adherence to our present rigid 
pyramid of rank.

Such would be the case even though all 
of the peace-time number were in field 
grades, Whatever may be done to in- 
crease the proportion of field officers in 
time of peace will therefore be step 
toward more nearly providing for our 
War requirements. Our peace-time re- 
quirements divides broadly into two cate- 
fories First, officers for duty with units

In order to previde a full complement 
of officers for duty with the active units 
of the Regular Army, there are required 
756 field officers and 3,189 compar ofti- 
cers, or a total of 3,945.

With reference to the 5,283 offi re 
quired for service other than with Regular 
Army units, it is believed that an inspec- 
tion of the table indicating the duties on 
which they are engaged indicates the de- 
sirability of having a very large propor- 
tion of them in field grades and a possi- 
bility of all being in field grades without 
detriment to the service. 

Those officers on duty with and in actual 
contact with the civilian components 
should have rank commensurat« with 
their positions and with their age and 
expericence. They should be in field 
grades. Many officers now on these duties 
are of a lower grade than they should

Radio Notes 
~UCCESSFUL experiments with photo- 
radio apparatus have been conducted 
by the Communications Service of the 
Department of the Navy, the process for 
transmitting a five-inch-by-seven-inch 
picture having been reduced by one-half 
the time required a year ago, the Navy

At the outset of the experiments, a year 
the statement said, about 50 minutes 
required to transit a 5x7 photo- 
graph, but by remodeling the apparatus, 
the transmitting time has been cut in 
half and the interference to high frequency

This pad eliminates the discom- 
fort of strap or buckle rubbing against 
the pilot’s chin. 

Another improvement is the making 
of the helmet in individual sizes. The 
old helmets were made to conform to the 
shape of the wearer’s head by lacing.

ISCUSSING the retail trade 
United States, the Federal Reserve 
Board in its latest report states: 
Retail sales of department stores, 
order houses, and chain stores were sea- 
sonally larger in March than in February, 
but the increase was no larger than that 
which is customary at that season. Com- 
pared with March of last year, sales of 
department stores and of chain stores were 
larger, and those of mail order houses 
were in about the same volume. Larger 
sales than in March of last year reflect 
the fact that the date of Easter was 
earlier and more of the retail purchasing 
that ordinarily occurs at that season was 
done in March of this year than in the 
same month of 1927. 
lor the first quarter of the year as a 
whole, retail sales of these stores were 
generally larger than in the first quarter 
ot 1927, reflecting in part the extra day 
in February and the earlier date of Laster.

Section 10.—All Acts and parts of Acts, 
so far as they conflict with the provisions 
of this Act, are hereby repealed. 

The text of the Marine Corps Personnel 
Bill follows: 

A bill to regulate the distribution and 
promotion of commissioned officers of the 
Marine Corps, and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 
and Hiouse of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, That existing law providing for 
the distribution of commissioned officers 
on the active list in the various ranks of 
the Marine Corps, exclusive of commis- 
sioned warrant officers, is hereby amended 
so that hereafter said distribution shall be 
in the proportion of 1 per centum in the 
ranks of general officers of the line, of 
whom one shall be the Major General 
Commandant, one-half shall be brigadier 
generals and the remainder shall be major 
generals; 4 per centum in the rank of 
colonel, exclusive of officers holding per- 
manent appointment in a staff department 
with the rank of brigadier general; 8 per 
centum in the rank of lieutenant colonel: 
15 per centum in the rank of major; 30 
per centum in the rank of captain; and 
42 per centum in the ranks of first lieu- 
tenant and second lieutenant combined: 
these percentages to be caleulated on 
June 30 of each year on the actual max- 
imum active commissioned officer strength, 


exclusive of commissioned warrant offi- 
cers, during the fiscal year ending on 
that date; the number so calculated for 
each rank to be the authorized number 
in that rank for the ensuing fiscal year, 
except that the total number of second 
{| lieutenants may be increased within the 
limits of the total commissioned strength 
authorized by the Act approved August 
29, 1916 
Provided, That the heads of the staff 


departments shall be general officers while 
holding said office, one with the rank, pay 
and allowances of a major general and 
two with the rank, pay and allowances of 
a brigadier general, and shall be in addi- 
tion to the number of general oflicers of 
the line herein authorized: 

Vrovided further, That any officer hold- 
ing a permanent appointment in a staff 
department below the rank of brigadier 
general shall, upon the passage of this 
Act, be reappointed in the line of the 
Marine Corps with the same rank, date 
of commission and place on the lineal list 
as then held by him, and upon tender to 
him of said reappointment after confirma- 
tion by the Senate, his commission as 
Assistant Adjutant and Inspector, Assist- 
ant Quartermaster or Assistant Paymaster 
shall be void: 

Provided further, That the limitation in 
Section 1 of the Act of June 10, 1922, 
relative to counting service for purpose 
of pay for officers appointed on and after 
July 1, 1922, shall not apply to oflicers so 
reappointed, 

Provided further. That no officer shall 
be reduced in rank or pay, or separated 
from the active list of the Marine Corps, 
as a result of any computation made to 
determine the authorized number of offi- 
cers in the various ranks of said Corps, 
except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. That promotions to fill vacancies 
on the active list in the rank of major gen- 
eral of the line in the Marine Corps shall 
be made by seniority from the rank of 
brigadier general of the line of said Corps; 
and that promotions to fill vacancies on 
the active list in the ranks of brigadier 
general of the line, colonel, and lieutenant 
colonel, in the Marine Corps shall be made, 
subject to the usual examination, by sen- 
iority from officers in the next lower rank 
whose names appear on promotion lists, 
said lists to be prepared by a board of 
officers, to become effective when approved 





by the President, and to remain in effect 
until the approval of the lists prepared 
by the next succeeding board: 

Provided, That any officer so promoted 
to fill a vacancy in the next higher rank 
shall be entitld toe the rank, pay and 
allowances of said higher rank from the 
date of the occurrence of said vacancy: 

Provided further, That officers passed 
over by a board and promoted pursuant 
to the recommendation of a later . board 
shall be placed in the position on the 
lineal list of officers in the rank to which 
promoted that they would have held had 
they not been passed over: 

Provided further, That if any officer on 


a promotion list fails to qualify profession- 
ally upon examination for promotion, his 
name shall be removed from the promotion 
list and he shall be subject to considera- 
tion by the next succeeding board: 

Provided further, That so much of an 
Act entitled “An Act making appropria- 
tions for the naval service for the fiscal 
year ending June 13, 1917, and for other 
purposes” approved August 20, 1916, as 
provides loss of numbers for officers of 
the rank of major and above who fail pro- 
fessionally upon examination for promo- 
tion and that any such officers shall be 
re-examined as soon as may be expedient 
after the expiration of six months is 
hereby repealed, and that hereafter any 
such officer who fails to pass a satisfac- 
tory professional examination for promo- 
tion shall, upon his next promotion, lose 
numbers in the rank to which promoted 
as follows: Upon promotion to colonel, 
one; and upon promotion to lieutenant 
colonel, two;

Shore Program Considered 
EARINGS were held during the week 

by the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee on the $13,000,000 Naval Shore 
Building Program.

tion, are hereby repealed: 

Provided further, That much 
above mentioned Act approved August 
1916, as provides that the provisions of 
Section 1493 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States shall apply to the Ma- 
rine Corps is hereby repealed, and here- 
after no officer shall be promoted to a 
higher grade or rank on the active list 
of the Marine Corps, except as provided 
in Section 1494 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, until he has been 
examined by a marine examining board 
and pronounced physically fit to perform 
all his duties at sea and in the field:

herein provided. 

Each board shall consider in the prepat 
tion of promotion lists all oflicers who are 
included in the first four-sevenths of the 
authorized number of officers in each rank 
under consideration by said board, and all 
other officers in that rank who shall have 
completed three or more years of service 
in that rank on the 30th of June next fol- 
lowing the meeting of the board. 

Provided, That duty performed by 
officer under appointment or detail on ad-

ministrative staff duty, in aviation, or in 
any technical specialiy, shail be given 
weight by the board, in determining his 
fitness for promotion, equal to that given 
to line duty equally well performed. 

The number of officers in each rank 
whose names shall be placed on the pro- 


motion list in any year shall be not less 
than one-seventh of the authorized num- 
ber of officers in the next higher rank plus 
the number of vacancies then existing and 
which may be expected to occur in said 
higher rank on or before June 30th of said 
vear, and the total number of officers in 
each rank whose names may be placed on 
the promotion list and eligible lists com- 
bined shall be not greater than three-sev- 
enths of the authorized strength of the 
rank under consideration. 

Section 4.—That when, in any fiscal 
year, no vacancies occur in the ranks of 
general officers of the line of the Marine 
Corps from other causes the President 
shall select for retirement one officer from 
among the general officers of the line of 
said Corps who, on June 30th, will have 
completed three or more years of. service 
as such, and the officer so selected shall

I might say 
that the great majority of Reserve officers 
are utterly opposed to the separate bu- 
reau idea for the Reserves; the Stale 
status of the Guard probably justifies the 
Militia Bureau.

The reserve officers of the coun- 
try desire that all reserve affairs continue 
to be under the authority and direction 
ef the Chief of Staff, as provided in your 
hill, which represents the convictions and 
desires of our association after the bill 


had been printed in full and distributed to 
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ago. Your bill, in my personal and official 
judgment, if enacted into law, would be of 
great and lasting benefit to the Organized 
Reserves and, it is believed, to the Army 
as a whole. The approval of the bill by 
the membership of our association has 
been unanimous, so far as we are able to 
learn, with the exception of a few indi- 
viduals who in no way represent the na- 
tional organization of the Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the United States, 

“It is earnestly hoped, on behalf of the 
Reserve Officers’ Association of the United 
States, that the bill No. 11683 will be passed 
at the present session of the Congress. 

The Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States is deeply interested in the 
passage of S. 3458, as its provisions, if en- 
acted into law, will have a far reaching, 
and as we believe, a most beneficial effect 
not only upon the future of the Organized 
Reserve, the R. O. T. C. and the C. M. T. 
«<., but upon the Army as whole and 
National Defense generally. 

The National Defense Act, approved 
June 3, 1916, as amended to include March

4, 1927, has established a definite plan for 
the preservation of peace, or if occasion 
should require. the restoration of peace 
in our land. This plan has come to be 
considered throughout the world as the 
most economical and democratic, of its 
kind yet devised by man, yet it gave us 


but one new, basic element in our military 


forces, viz.; that of the Organized Re- 
serve. We have long had our Regular 
Army and National Guard or Militia, but 


being a peace-loving people we are loath 
to maintain a large Regular Army, or, a 
very considerable National Guard in time 
of peace. We have safely depended upon 
our “citizen soldier” in all past national 
emergencies and will, it is probable, con- 
tinue to do in. the future. At least 
such is the basic principal upon which 
the National Defense Act is designed, and 
upon which the peace and security of the 
Nation depends, 

As the number of Reserve officers at 
present, and that which would be re- 
ce 1ired in time of war, is approximately 
tive times the total number of officers in 
the Regular Army and National Guard 
combined, it is at once apparent the or- 
ganization, training and development of 
the Organized Reserve are exceedingly 
important matters which should have the 
most serious and thoughtful consideration 
of all governmental agencies and our citi- 
zens generally. 

The National Defense Act will prove an 
unsafe reliance unless the reserves are 
developed in numbers and professional fit- 


so 


ness to qualify them fer the place as- 
signed them in the event of national 
emergency. As the number ‘of officers 
with World War service now in the re- 


serve has probably reached its peak, and 
we already have a larger number without 
such experience, the subject of “replace- 
ments” or source of supply of future of- 
ficer material is paramount to all others. 
Under the present War Department pol- 
icies practically all future Reserve officers, 
excepting some of those of the professional 
branches, will be drawn from the R. O. T, 
Cc. and C. M. T. C. student bodies, there- 
fore, the development and control of these 
two defense activities is of primary im- 
portance to the maintenance of an efficient 
“Second Line of Defense,” the reserve, and 
should logically therefore by entrusted to 
the control of the proposed Reserve Di- 
vision of the War Depariment, 

For several years the Reserve Officers’ 
Association of the United States, has given 
serious study to the problem of how best 
to bring about the organizati training 
and development of the Org: 
and the training of the youth of the coun- 
try for replacements. In Oct., 1926, the 
Association at its National Convention at 
Norfolk, Va., discussed this subject at 
length with the result that its newly 
elected president was instructed by proper 
resolution to select a representative com- 
inittee and with it to lay before ihe War 








Department the desires of the Associa- 
tion to have all Reserve Affairs “Headed 
up” in the War Department by an officer 
t» whom all reserves might take their 
problems for a more direct and speedier 
action, 

In compliance with this direction the 
Association's President, Brig. Gen. R. Hofft- 
man, and a committee composed ef more 
than 20 of the National and State officers 
of this organization, visited the War De- 


immediately upon adjournment 
of the Convention. The Association's de- 
sires were laid before the Assistant Sec- 
retary of War, Col. Hanford MacNider, and 
several other heads in the Department. 
This action resulted in a study by the War 


partment 


Department which lead to the ereation 
by an executive order of the Chief of 
Staff, Maj. Gen. C. BP. Summerall, of the 
office of “Executive Officer of Reserve Af- 


fairs,” in which capacity Col. Stone is still 
serving. The Secretary of War soon 
placed the general supervision of reserve 
affairs in the hands of the Assistant Sec- 
retary of War, Col. MacNider. Col. C. B. 
Robbins, has since succeeded to the office 
of Assistant Secretary of War; otherwise, 
as we understand it, the situation is un- 
changed. 

This Association, at its National Con- 
vention at Milwaukeé, Wis., Oct., 1927, 
again discussed the matter of the “Execu- 
tive Officer of Reserve Affairs” at Iength. 
The Convention desiring to have the ex- 
isting “set-up” in the War Department 
made permanent, and to extend its use- 
fulness, adopted the following resolution 
without a dissenting vote: 

“Resolved, that it is the 
convention that the necessary legislation 
should be passed by the Congress of the 
lnited States to create and maintain an 
office within the War Department for the 
purpose of coordinating ajl matters within 
the Department relating to the Organized 
Reserves, and be. it further, 

“Resolved, that the President of 
Association shall appoint 2 committee 
prepare and present to the Congress 
the United States drafts of the legislative

bills necessary to accomplish this purpose 
with the request that the same be en- 
acted.” 

Senate bill 3458 is in accord with such 
resolution and while the bill is not perfect 
it is correct in principle. 

We believe the Secretary of War, and 
the Chief of Staff, have gone about as far 


as existing law will permit them to 50 
in the establishment and maintenance 
within the War Department of a cen- 


tralized coordinating head for Reserve Af- 
fairs, as these matters have been made 
the responsibility of the Chief of Staff who 
cannot, we believe, divest his office of the 
duties imposed without the enactment of 
the proposed enabling act. 

To a large extent the problems con- 
fronting the Department in relation to 
Reserve Affairs are comparatively new, 
moreover, they are generally complex in 
nature, and rightfully require and should 
have the consideration of highly special- 
ized personnel. We believe that the im- 
portance of the Reserve in the scheme of 
National Defense, fully justifies the estab- 
ishment of a Division in the War Depart- 
ment that will haye for its sole and ex- 
clusive duty the study of Reserve Affairs; 
that a divided responsibility between vari- 
ous existing sections within the Depart- 
ment is not conducive to the unity of un- 
derstanding and effort necessary to 
promptly develop the Reserve into an effi- 
cient, dependable component of the Army 
of the United States. 

It is not proposed to ask that the ad- 
ministration of Reserve Affairs as now con- 
trolled by the Chief of Staff, be disturbed, 
but on the contrary, that the Chief of 
Staff, be given the benefit of the recom- 
mendations and suggestions of a highly 


specialized personnel in all Reserve Af- 
fairs. 
The establishment by law of the pro- 


posed “Division of Reserve Affairs in the 


War Department” would be of, benefit to 
the. organized Reserves: 

1. By making permanent a “head” to 
Reserve Affairs in the War Department; 
2, By adding to the usefulness of the 
present “Executive Office of Reserve Af- 


fairs,” by increasing its personnel and fa- 


cilities; 3. By developing a highly spe- 
cialized personnel for that office; 4. By 
providing for the study of all Reserve 


matters by qualified officers relieved from 
all other responsibilities; 5. 3y provid- 


ing for a more perfect coordination of 


Reserve Affairs: 6. By providing an officer 
of the grade of general officer, to repre- 
sent and speak for the Reserves on ail 
proper occasions; By bringing to the 





aid of the Chief of Staff, and through him 


to the Secretary and Assistant Secretary 
of War, the benefits of a more thorough 
and comprehensive study and coordina- 
tion of Reserve Affairs; 8. By facilitating 
and expediting the transaction of busi- 
ness With the individual Reservisis and 
their proper representatives; 9. 3y in- 


creasing the efficiency of the Reserves in 
raising their morale; 10. By extending 
the benefits received by the Organized Re- 
serves, under the bill, to the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Training Corps and the Citizens 
Military Training Camps, as far as the 
character and nature of these two defense 
activities permit; 11. By establishing a 
more definite recognition of the importance 
of the Organized Reserves, and, by so do- 
ing, greatly increasing public confidence 
in and respect for the Army of the United 
States, thereby promoting a more general 
sense of security among our citizens, thus 


vitalizing the intent and purpose of the 
National Defense Act, the great peace 
policy of this nation. 

In conclusion, we ask you to consider 
that among the present Reserve Officers 
desiring the enactment into law of the 
bill under consideration are many who 


have devoted a long term of years to the 
most careful, intensive study of military 
and National Defense Affairs, who have 
served upon the fields of battle and who 
are among advanced students of matters 
pertaining to the part anticipated of 
civilians to the defense of their country: 
furthermore, that there is an earnest dé ‘ 
mand among Reserve Officers for 
adoption of this bill, and, a fe ling among 
them that they should be given a voice 
in the making of decisions that mean as 
much to them, to their country and their 
loved ones, to others. f 

On behalf of the Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
ciation of the United States, and Reserve 
Officers generally, I am glad to assure your 
honorable committee that in all contacts 
and dealings we have had with the Secre- 
tary of War, the Assistant Secretaries of 
War, the Chief of Staff, the Deputy Chief 
of Staff, members of the General Staff, The 
Adjutant General, Branch Chiefs and 
Corps Area Commanders, we have received 
the most cordial and sympathetic consid- 
eration; in this spirit of cooperation and

be transferred to the retired list on June 

29th of that year. 

Provided, That on June 29th of each 
year, officers in the ranks of colonel, lieu- 
tenant-colonel and major, who have been 
subject to consideration by. two succes- 
sive boards under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 3 of this Act, and whose names are not 
on a current promotion list nor on a 
current eligible list for appointment as 
head of a staff department, and were not 
on the immediately preceding similar lists, 
shall, in the order of their seniority in 
their respective ranks, be transferred to 
the retired list to the number of one-sev- 
enth of the authorized number of officers 
in their respective ranks, less the number 
of vacancies which have occurred and 
which will occur in their respective ranks 
from causes other than the transfer of 
such officers in the same rank to the 
retired list during the current fiscal year. 

Provided further, That any officer who 
has lost numbers en the lineal list of his 
rank pursuant to the sentence of a court 
martial and who, having been considered 
for promotion as provided in Section 3, 
is not borne on a current promotion list 
nor on a current eligible list for appoint- 
ment as head of a staff department, shail 
be considered, for the porposes of this 
section only, not to have lost seniority be- 
cause of such loss of numbers. 

Section 5.—That all officers transferred 
to the retired list pursuant to any section 
of this Act shall receive pay at the rate 
provided for officers of the Marine Corps 
retired under the provisions of Section 7

It is believed that the foregoing con 
siderations indicate that it would be pet 
fectly feasible to adjust to the short period 
when, under this bill, we would have about 
6,000 fleld officers and 3,200 company offi- 
cers, and therefore to adjust to the num- 
bers we would have under the bili at any 
Other time. 


In this connection it is desirable to point

Cost.—On account of the many variable 
factors it is impracticable to make a pre- 
cise estimate of the cost of a bill of this 
kind 

There is a definite and inereasing fore- 
east of the cost of the active list if no 
legislation be enacted In the short time 
available it has been found practicable 
to do no more than to estimate roughly 
the main items of expense in this bill and 
to ascertain the approximate correspond- 
ing increase in cost over and above the 
present forecasted cost 

A consideration of the promotions that 
would occur under the bill and of the 
present pay law which advances officers 
from pay period to pay period even though 
net promoted, indicates that the cost of 
the bill should net be great. For the 
various grades the following would apply: 


(1) Prometions to colonel will be prac- 
tically without inereased cost as in most 
cases the officers promoted will be already 
receiving the maximum pay and allow- 
ances, 

(2) Promotion to lieutenant colonel will 
be without cost for those officers having 
“3 vears redited for pay purposes and 
who will therefore be in the fifth pav 
period. For others the individual increase 
will be about $900 per year. During the 
next 12 to 15 vears, practically all those 
promoted will have 23 years’ pay service 
and will receive no increase. Thereafter 
most of those promoted would receive the 
increase of abent $900 per year in ad- 
vance of the time they are due to receive 
it under present law even though not 
promoted. Ky placing the limitation on 
the number of lieutenant colonels, as the 
committee did in this bill herewith, this 
increased cost is practically eliminated. 

(3) Promotion te major will be without 
cost fer those officers having 17 years’ 
service credited for pay and who will 
therefore be in the fourth pay period, For 


others the individual increase will average 


























about $1,000 per year. It is estimated that 
prior to 1935 about 75 per cent of the 
otlicers promoted to major will fall in the 
latter category and will receive the in- 
crease of about 31,000 per vear two years 
in advance of the time they are due to 
receive it under the present law. After 
1935, practically all officers promoted to 
major will receive the increase of about 
$1,000 per veaur two years in advance of 
the time thre would receive it under 
present law 

(4) Promotions te captain will be with- 
out cost, as the officers will be promoted 
at the time they advance from the second 
to the third pay period under present law. 

(5) Promotion to tivst lieutenant will 
entail an individual inerease of about 
$675 per year two years in advance of the 
time such increase will occur under pres- 
ent law. These promotions entail an an- 
nual cost of about $375,000, 

Based upon the foregoing considerations 
and approximating as closely as is prac- 
ticable to the number of promotions that 
would occur under the bill, the following 
rough estimate of the vearly increased cost 
of the active list has been arrived at 
(Modilied to accord with changes made by 
committee after General Summerall’s state- 
ment):

Minority Views 

While J strongly indorse all the provi- 
sions of this bill except Section 4, and 
urgently recommend, in the interests of 
the Army, that they be enacted into law 
at the earliest possible dute, I can not 
give my approval to Section 4 which re- 
arranges the present promotion list [ 
am iirmly of the opinion that the pro 
visions of the National Defense Act, in 
forming the original promotion list, were 
correctly interpreted and executed by the 
War Department, and I concur in the rec- 
ommendations of the various boards that 
have studied this matter, particularly the 
General Personnel Board, that any re- 
vision of the present promotion list will 
create more unsatisfactory conditions and 
more discontent in the Army than now 
exists under the present plan 
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
